Pfarrer Adolf Krummacher, of Halberstadt, has 
published a small volume of discourses, under the 
title of “ Himmelreich,” in which the three parables 
of the Hidden Treasure, the Grain of Mustard Seed, 
and the Leaven, are chosen as texts. 

The intervals between the issue of the instalments 
of the new edition of the late Dr. Carl I. Nitzsch’s 
®Praktische Theologie’ (Adolph Marcus, Bonn) 
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have been wide apart, the first having appeared as 
long ago as 1860. Since the issue of the first 
edition there has been great progress in this 
department of German theology, but the author 
seems to have kept well abreast of the times. 
The works of Palmer, Gaupp, and Bobertag have 
been consulted, not to mention the world of other 
books on the same theme. Dr. Nitzsch thinks there 
are evidences of the advancement of the German 
pulpit, and, just before laying aside his pen forever, 
expressed his great gratification that the present 
is bright with hope for the German church. He 
points not only to the familiar names of Tholuck, 
Steinmeyer, Krummacher, Hoffmann, Niemann, and 
Mullensiefen, but to the younger generation of 
ornaments of German pulpit oratory, such as 
Beyschlag, Briickner, Deichert, and Taube. He 
might as well have mentioned the name of Held, 
who was elected to be a coadjutor of his at Bonn, 
but whom, alas, hard work has just hurried off to 
an early grave. Dr. Nitzsch, like all great authors, 
left behind many unfinished tasks, one of which, 
@ great one by the way, he had already given up 
all hope of ever completing. When he was in 
Wittenberg he formed the plan, in conjunction with 
Illgen, of issuing a great homiletical work, namely, 
“Homilie Veteris Exemplaria,” embracing both 
Latin and Greek models. The enterprise was well 
under way, and Nitzsch had even finished “ Origen.” 
But the joint undertaking was dropped just at this 
stage, and the public has never seen even the 
fragment. 

The new edition of the “ Praktische Theologie”’ is 
not simply a reprint of the former one, but a 
thoroughly new-wrought work. J. F. H.

OBITUARY. 


Mr. Joun F. W. Herscuet, Bart., died, at his seat, 
Collingwood, Kent, «n the llth of May, aged 79. 
He was born March 7, 1792, and was the only son 
of Mr. William Herschel, the celebrated astronomer. 
At the University of Cambridge he was Senior 
Wrangler, and Smith’s prizeman in 1813. He was 
appointed Master of the Mint in 1853, and was 
created Baronet in 1831. He went into many de- 
partments of philosophy and science, distinguished 
himself in most, but was particularly successful in 
astronomy. He wrote many books, contributed 
largely to the “Edinburgh” and “Quarterly Re- 












views,” and even translated the Iliad of Homer, 
As a mark of honor, he was interred in the English 
Pantheon—Westminster Abbey. 

M. Avser, the French musical composer, died in 
Paris, on May 13th, in the Rue St. Georges, while 
the Communists were pulling down the house of 
his neighbor and friend, M. Thiers, which they had 
previously gutted. He was born at Caen, in Jana. 
ary, 1784, and produced his first opera nearly fifty 
years ago. He produced about forty operas—nearly 
all of them successful. His most popular operas 
are, “ Messaniello,” “* Le Domino Noir,” “ Les Dia- 
mants de la Couronne,” and “ Fra Diavolo.”

Charles Mayne Young was born in the year 1777, 
and was educated partly at Eton, and partly at 
Merchant Tailors’ School in London. At the age of | 
nine, his brightness and happy disposition had won | 
for him the affectionate regard of the King of Den- 
mark, to whose court he had gone on a visit to his | 
mother’s sister, Madam Miiller, the wife of the 
court physician. So great a favorite had he be- 
come, that the King offered to educate and pro- 
vide for him, if his parents would consent, which 
offer, however, flattering as it was, was declined, 
and Charles returned to London. After leaving his 
father’s house, Charles entered upon a commercial 
career, but finding the employment uncongenial, 
and the remuneration small, he at length adopted | 
the stage as his profession, and made his début at | 
the Liverpool theatre as Mr. Green, in the charac- | 
ter of “ Douglas,” in the year 1798. | 
His success having been unequivocally pro- | 
nounced by the local critics, he resumed his proper 
appellation in 1799, and accepted an engagement to 
“Jead’’? in Manchester. In 1805 he married Miss 
Grimani, a lady of great personal charms, who, like 
himself, had been forced upon the stage by neces- 
sity, and who died the following year, in giving 
birth to a son, the writer of this memoir.

The event took place during a visit to Ab- 
bottsford. “He,” speaking of Sir Walter Scott, 
“‘was dressed in a green cutaway coat with brass 
buttons, drab vest, trowsers, and gaiters, with thick 
shoes on his feet, and a sturdy staff in his hand. 
He looked like a yeoman of the better class; but 
his manners bespoke the ease, self-possession, and 
courtesy of a high-bred gentleman. Nothing could 
exceed the winning cordiality of his welcome. Af- 
ter wringing my father’s hand, he laid his own 
gently on my shoulders, and asked my Christian 
name. As soon as he heard it, he exclaimed with 
emphasis—‘ Why, whom is he called after?’ ‘It is 
a fancy name, in memoriam of his mother, com- 
pounded of her two names, Julia Ann.’ ‘Well! it 
is a capital name for a novel, I must say.’

It is said that this journal was written bys 
young lady of Virginia of the last century, while 
on a visit to her relatives, the Lees, Washingtons, 
and other families of lower Virginia. The friend 
for whom it was intended was Mrs. Polly Brent, 
also of Virginia. The manuscript was found, torn 
and discolored by age, in an old desk at the coun 
try place in Maryland to which Polly Brent carried 
it upon her marriage into one of the oldest families 
in the State. It is quite truly said in the preface 
that it is “the work of a very clever girl, and pos 
sesses all that freedom of style and charming sim 
plicity which is so pleasing and rare.” The young 
lady’s style is certainly natural and unaffected, but 
her training in orthography seems to have been 
sadly neglected. The strength of her digestive facul- 
ties may be inferred from an evening lunch which 
she describes as consisting of “a large dish of ba- 
con and beef, after that a bowl of sago cream, and 
after that an apple pye,” the last named being eaten 
by herin bed.

We cannot avoid 
that there is a tone of political mysticism 
this passage, and other portions of the preface, 
it will be difficult to extract a strictly 
theory from the concluding chapter, which 
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to recognize the inevitableness of democracy, and 
yet intimate that a personal king is better than 
what it calls “ king people, or king mob.” 


The Life of Nathaniel Greene, Major-General in the 
Army of the Revolution. By George Washing- 
ton Greene. Vol. III. pp. x.,570. New York: 
Hurd & Houghton, 

Close after the second volume of this work, which 
we noticed quite recently, we now have the third 
and concluding one. It is occupied with the war 
in the Southern States, from 1780 to 1783, and with 
the subsequent life of Greene down to his death, at 
Savannah, in 1786, at the comparatively youthful 
age of forty-four. The author concludes the work 
by saying: “I now have brought to a close this 
labor of many years. I have told, without exagge- 
ration or reserve, the story of a ‘ great, good man.’ 
His character is painted by his actions, and I shall 
add nothing to the faitnful portrait. If I have suc- 
ceeded in describing those actions, I shall have 
revived the memory of things which cannot be for- 
gotten without grave injury to the present and the 
future generations, and shall thereby have fulfilled, 
in part, the wish expressed in my grandfather’s 
will, that his children should do something for the 
service of their country.’’ It may be that our au- 
thor has been led te this work by reverence for an 
ancestor; but that should not lead us to under- 
value his industry. He has furnished a contribu- 
tion to American history which possesses perma- 
nent value, and in a time of spasmodic effort he 
has given us these volumes embodying the “labor 
of many years.” We are quite sure that this 
“labor” will never have to be done over again, and 
that not only for “ many years,” but for many gene- 
rations, this work will stand as a permanent addi- 
tion to our historical literature. 


Historic Doubts relative to Napoleon Bonaparte, and 
Historic Certainties respecting the Early History of 
America.

of Germano-American works. The text-books 
above named have been adopted for use in the 
public schools of New York, as well as in many 
other cities, and they seem by their elementary 
and practical method, by the distribution and pro- 
gressive character of their contents, to be admirably 
adapted to their purpose. One excellent feature 
which we notice is, that they familiarize the student, 
in the outset, with the employment of German 
script. This is important, for we are acquainted 
with many gentlemen who can read German, or 
even speak it, and yet not write it, or read it when 
written. “The Kindergarten” will greatly aid 
those who are applying that method of instruction, 
in connection with which Mr. Steiger has on hand 
a large number of domestic and of imported illus- 
trative articles, as well as manuals for use by the 
teacher. The French and the English Grammar are 
not based upon any of the recent popular empirical 
systems of Robertson, Hamilton, Ollendorf, and 
others, but rather upon “the genetic method” 
developed by K. Mager, who was born near Dussel- 
dorf, Germany, and whose merits as an educator 
were freely acknowledged by such mea as Arnold, 
Guizot,and Vinet. The “ Parliamentary Manual,” 
by Mr. Goepp (a gentleman whom we know to be 
well qualified to prepare such a work), is brief and 
clear, and its use is greatly facilitated by a copious 
verbal index.
